The plaintiff claims a declaration that his 
expulsion from the union was wlira vires, 
void and illegal, and that he is still a member 
of the umion; and an injunction restraining 
the union and James Larkin and Sean Nugent 
from excluding him from membership of the 
union; from acting of or enforcing any pre- 
tended order or resolition purpeeting to ex- 
elude him from membership of the union. 
and from interfering with his enjoyment of 
his rights and privileges of membership of 
the union. 

Messrs Larkin and Nugent were sued in 
their representative capacity. 

Messrs. Shelly, Forde and Lynch denied 
that the plaintiff ever was a member of the 
union or that. if he had been a member of the 
union, his rights and privileges had been 
interfered with. They denied that the union 
had prevented employers from employing the 
plaintiff, and they pleaded that his member- 
ship of the union was lawfully and rightfully 
detérmined by his expulsion in accordance 
with the rules of the union. They further 
pleaded that if there was any interference 
with the plaintiff it was in furtherance of a 
trades dispute, and that the plaintiff, there- 
fore, had no cause of action. 

Messrs. Larkin and Nugent stated in their 
defence that each of them in his personal 
capacity had no knowledge of the matters 
complained of by the plaintiff.

Royal, sketched briefly the evolution of the 
large reflecting telescope, beginning with the 
work of Herschell, at the latter end of the 
eighteenth century. 

Herschell, he said, originally had been a 
musician, but had become imbued with an 
intense zeal for astronomy, and, not havinz 
sufficient. means to purchase a telescope, 
began to build one himself. Gradually his 
experienve and skill developed until he be- 
came the maker of the finest telescopes of the 
day—in fact, the finest which ever had been 
made. 

After describing the general types of 
telescopes of that day and referring to 
Herschell’s 20)-foot and 40-foot models, the 
lecturer spoke of the development in the 
designs for the mounting of telescopes down

Perhaps I should place Mr. James A. 
Farley first. He got all the spétlight. 
The United States Postmaster-General im- 
parted the news that he had come to view 
the birthplace of his parents—but this is 
never an ideal season for a mission of the 
sort. | 

When Mr. Farley says his family tree 
originated in Castletown, I think he must 
mean Castletown Geoghegan, in West 
meath, because, looking at his tall 
figure, I could name at least two dis- 
tifguished Irishmen whom he resembles 
from that part of the country, and they 
are typical of their district. 

Mr Farley, who is now in the late 
forties, started his career as a bookkeeper 
with the Merlin Kuholtz paper people in 
New York.

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Dublin Art Gallery’s

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R. LIAM GOGAN was telling me the 

other evening that the artificial 
lighting in the Dublin Municipal Art 
Gallery is finer than in any other gallery 
he has seen in Europe; so those who visit 
Charlemont House at night have not the 
excuse that the pictures cannot be seen 
to advantage, r. Gogan made a tour 
of the European galleries, and speaks with 
authority. 

As I wandered Me Charlemont 
House I wondered what had become of 
all the sculpture which Edward Murphy 

ueathed to Lord Charlemont, and 
which decorated the library. They were 
the busts of the Roman Emperors and 
Empresses, seventy in all, which Edward 
Murphy had commissioned the Italian 
artist, Vi ], to execute for him. 

Lord Charlemont and his companion, 
Murphy, found Vierpyl in Rome, and 

brought him to 
Dublin to decorate 
the mansion in Rat- 
land square. The 
artist thought very 
highly of these pieces 
of sculpture in terra- 
cotta. Once, when 
asked by Murphy 
what value he really 
put on them, he re 
m plied that, as they 
cae: were the first and 
only collection ever 
Emade by a single 
artist, they were 
unique; and, having 
regard to the time 
and toil spent upon them, he declared 
that if a monarch engaged him to model 
the series again he would not take less 
than five hundred a year—and that w 
a deal of money in those days. 
am told that many of these busts are 
in the Royal Irish Academy, having been 
bequeathed by the grandson of Lord 
Charlemont in 1868. Vierpyl deserves to 
be remembered im Dublin, for much of his 
beautiful work still remains. He became 
a naturalised citizen, and lived and died 
on Bachelor's Walk. It is said that 
Edward Smyth, the sculptor, who was his 
pupil, later surpassed his master.

THE RENT RESTRICTION 
ACT 


On the Committee Stage of the Expiring

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DUBLIN FACTORY 
EXTENSION 


and canned fruit and vegetables, in 
which there was wide scope for expansion, 
was voi by Dr. J. Ryan, Minister for 
Agriculture, terday, when he opened the 
extension to Messrs. Crosse and Blackwell's 
factory at 204 Parnell street, Dublin. 

A large gathering of visitors saw Dr. Ryan 
press a button and set the machinery of the 
extension in motion. Afterwards they were 
conducted on a tour of the factory by 
officials, who explained the various processes 
in the manufacture of sweets, confectionery, 
ick.es, sauces, etc., in the production of 
which hundreds of employés were busily 
engaged. 

'. Ryan, before formally declaring the 
extension open, said that it was a pleasure 
to see a factory being built on such modern 
lines, where le could work under healthy 
conditions. It would naturally give a great 
deal of employment, and would, he hoped, 
be of considerable advantage to the agricul- 
tural community by taking a great deal of 
their produce. al had made considerable 
inroads on imports during the last four years, 
but they were stil! importing a considerable 
amount of canned vegetables and bottled 
fruits, and there was room for an enterprising 
firm such as that of Crosse and Blackwells. 
Over £135,000 went out of the country last 
year for bottled and canned fruits and jams— 
things that could be done by home firms in 
the trade. They had also been pressing 
manufacturers to go into the trade for dried 
peas, the imports of which amonnted to some- 
thing over £20.000. They felt that their 
own agriculturaiists could grow these pro- 
ducts if they were properly directed. 


INITIATIVE 


They wanted initiative, and that had to 
come largely from the manufacturer, who had 
to suit himself to the vegetables they were 
able to grow, or, alternatively, to get the 
farmers to grow the vegetables he required 
under his direction. He believed they could 
get over the difficulty in one way or the 
other, and that was why they were very keen 
on working with the manufacturers, so that

could supply the best fruit and vegetables, 
and there was no necessit 
they should ever import them.

they might help the Government to help the 
farmers in growing the vegetables required. 
There was, again, quite a considerable im- 
port of sauces, pickle and vinegar, and, while 
imports were down 50 per cent. of what they 
were in 1931, there was still room for expan- 
sion. They could not, unfortunately, ever 
grow and manufacture all these things, 
because such things as mustard came into 
it, and he was not sure whether they in 
the Department of Agriculture could ever 
hope to get mustard grown here. They had 
constructed a considerable number of green- 
houses in the last couple of years, and they 
undoubtedly now had a very much larger 
output ‘of tomatoes than previously. Their 
imports under that head, however, had re- 
mained virtually the same, and it was 
obvious that the consumption of tomatoes was 
increasing all the time. The same applied to 
other produce, so that manufacturers need not 
be afraid when they looked at the import 
figures of a certain line, and saw that there 
was no great room for expansion, because 
every day the market was expanding. 

In some countries there was a considerable 
sale for bottled chicken and duckling. They 
had any amount of fowl in this country, 
and he believed they had the market to 
absorb the products if manufacture were 
begun. All they wauted was an enterprising 
manufacturer to undertake the business and 
put the goods up in an attractive way. 

In appealing to the manufacturers to take 
these lines he realised that there was a 
certain difficulty with the growers of fruit 
and vegetables, who were rather uncertain 
up to now that when they grew a crop there 
would be a good and sure market for their 
products. The market for fruit and vegetables 
had been in a very unsatisfactory condition 
up to this. A tribunal te examine the 
ang of the marketing of vegetables and 
ruit had been set up, and he expected to 
have tts report in the near future, and he 
was sure it would contain some valuable sug- 
gestions which the Government would lose no 
time in putting into operation. They could 
not close their eyes to the fact that there 
were certain people who preferred bottled 
and canned fruit and vegetables, and if thev 
wanted them there was no reason why they 
should not get them in the very best condi- 
tion. There was no doubt that this cou ury

BELFAST, Thursday. 


At the Belfast City Commission to-day, 
before Lord Justice Andrews, Richard 
Meclikenny, of Parkview street, was 
charged with being in possession of fire- 
arms and ammunition. 

Sergeant Glass said that on July 12 last 
he went to the accused man’s house, and 
in a small room off the kitchen found four 
Webley revolvers, one Smith and Wesson 
revolver, and one American pattern re- 
volver. Three of the Webleys were loaded 
in five chambers and the American weapon 
was fully loaded. Witness also found 116 
rounds of ammunition, wrapped in brown 
paper and portion of a newspaper of June 


18. The revolvers were in perfect work- 
ing order, and the ammunition‘ service- 
able After arrest he said that all he 


could say was that he did not know they 
were there. 

The prisoner in the witness box said that 
he had never belonged to any illegal 
organisation, and had never been a member 
of the Irish Republican Army. He had 
never fired a gun in his life. He said that 
he had been a sub-tenant of the upper part 
of the house, and did not take up posses 
sion of the ground floor until the first 
Monday in July. He did not know any 
thing about the guns or ammunition.

Partition 

An air of unreality pervaded the greater 
part of the Ddil’s debate on partition. 
We think that, upon the whole, the truth 
about the situation was best expressed by 
President de Valera in a speech which 
was heartily damned by the Opposition, 
and cannot have been over-palatable to 
his own followers. The President must 
have resigned himself, indeed, to despair 
when he declared that the only hope of 
a united Ireland lay in the complete 
absorption of the Free State—in the 
abandonment of all the principles which 
Republicans hold dear. We can under 
stand this cri President de 
Valera realises, unlike many of his 
adherents, that the Northern majority— 
for the present, at least—has absolutely 
no desire to join company with the Free 
State. Thé people of the six counties are 
contented to remain as they are, however 
unsatisfactory their betwixt-and-between 
status may be in theory. They are not, 
for all their fervent demonstrations of 
loyalty to the Crown, highly impression. 
able to ideals, and, of all people of earth, 
they are probably the most ready 'to let 
well alone.

There is no need to 
sacrifice everything for which patriots 
fought and died from 1916 onwards. There 
are innumerdble tasks of nation building 
to which the Free State has not yet set 
her hand. While people are hungry and 
ill-housed, while industry and agriculture 
are at variance, while natura] resources 
remain undeveloped, while the very cxist. 
ence of Ireland is still unknown in many 
quarters of the world, there is work to be 
done. The “ language movement '" is not 
everything: a nation can be built, as the 
United States of America was built, 
without a separate tongue: and the 
Republic must remain a dream so long ‘as 
the North is obdurate. Let the 
Savrstdt take heart, make sacrifices, and 
bend all her energies towards the great 
goal of national unity. If she hastens ii 
by twenty years, she will have saved 
twenty years on the jotrney to nation- 
hood.

Colonel Lindbergh, who is a technical 
adviser to Pan-American Airways, arrived 
in an aeroplane which was built to his 
own design in England. He landed at 
Baldonne] Aerodrome, Co. Dublin, shortly 
after one o'clock, and, after lunching in 
the officers’ mess of the Army Air Corps, 
flew down to Co. Clare with a high official of 
the Free State Department of Industry 
and Commerce an hour later. His machine 
is a low-wing monoplane, with a high- 
powered American engine. 
_ At dusk he returned to Baldonnel, but 
it is understood that he will fly down to 
the Kilconry air base again to-day. It 
will be recalled that Colonel Lindbergh, 
aying a seaplane, visited several sites on 
e West coast of Ireland a year or two 
ago when he was prospecting for possible 
sites for Transatlantic air bases for Pan- 
American Airways. 


SECRECY 


During his time in Dublin yesterday 
Colonel Lindbergh, whose presence was 
kept very secret, was in consultation with 
the Chief Technical Officer of the Army 
Air Corps, Commandant G. J. Carroll. 
The Army Air Corps acts as technical 
advisors to the Department of Industry 
and Commerce—the authority responsible 
for the establishment of the Kilconry 
base. 

The other visitors met representatives 
of the Department of Industry and Com- 
therce, and have left Dublin for Limerick. 
From there they will go on to Kilconry 
and Rynanna to inspect the airport site 
ino the work which. has been started 
there. Mr. Trippe was in Europe earlier 
this year and paid a short visit to Ireland 
at that time. 

Imperial Airways, the company of 
which Mr. Woods Humphery is managing 
director, is responsible for the experi- 
mental Transatlantic flights which are to 
be made under the North Atlantic Air 
Route agreement, to which Great Britain, 
the Irish Free State, Canada and New- 
foundiand are parties. They will use 
large flying-boats, a “ composite” air-

PAN-AMERICAN AIRWAYS 


By arrangement with the United States 
Government, landing rights at Kilconry 
and transit rights across Free State terri- 
tory have been granted to Pan-American 
Airways. In return for these facilities 
the joint company to be operated by Great 
Britain (Imperial Airways), the Free 
State and Canada, under the agreement 
announced earlier this year, will 
granted similar rights in the United 
States. 

The agreement is to operate for a period 
of fifteen years, and landing rights in Free 
State territory will be exclusively reserved 
for the joint Empire company and Pan- 
American Airways during that period. 

It is understood that during the 
American and English visitors’ stay in 
Ireland details regarding the operation 
schedules will be discusséd. ese, I 
understand, will provide for a minimum 
of two flights in each direction per week 
during the initial stages. Other matters 
for consideration with the English repre- 
sentative include the personnel of the 
Empire company’s board, for which the 
United Kingdom will provide both the 
chairman and managing director, as well 
as one other member. The Irish Free 
State, which is to subscribe 24}. per cent. 
of the capital of the joint organisation, 
will also have three representatives on the 
board. Canada subscribes a further 
per cent. of the capital, with three boa 
members, and the United Kingdom pro- 
vides the balance of the capital, with equal 
representation on the board. 

The Free State has also undertaken to 
subsidise the joint company to the extent 
of 5 per cent. per annum (up to £12,000). 
Canada’s subsidy will be 20 per cent. (not 
exceeding £75,000), Newfoundland will 
pay a sum to be oo upon between the 
Governments of that coun and the 
United Kingdom, while the 
Kingdom will provide the balance.

NO QUESTION OF FORCE 


The one thing worth recording in the 
discussion was the statement by Deputy. 
MacDermot—that anyone was living im a 
fool’s paradise who imagined that the 
people in this country would ever recon- 
cile themselves to partition, or that good 
relations between the Free State and 
Great Britain would be possible on 
the basis of partition. That was trite and 
fundamentally sound, and it was well that 
all interested in the question would under- 
stand that. But there had been no sugges- 
tion on any side as to how partition should 
be brought to an end. 

‘Force is out of the question,” can- 
tinued the President. 

‘““Hear hear,” murmured Mr. Dillon. 

““ There is nothing new about that,” said 
Mr. DE VALERA in reply to the interrup- 
tion. '“ We have admitted it. I am not 


not going to speak on the subject? 
Again there was no reply. 


ENGLAND THE ENEMY 


Mr. T. HALES (Ind. Republican, Cork | 
West), said that his position “ge that of 
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saying now that force would not have been 
justified. We have always, since 1921 and 
even before that, admitted that force was 
out ofthe question. We have simply said 
that this partition is unjustified, and that 
no Case has ever been made for the sevara- 
tion of the Six Counties. Conceivably a 
case might be made for a certain portion 
of it, on the basis that there was a homo- 
geneous community, or something like it, 
in the neighbourhood of the City of 
Belfast... But it was only there that thern 
was anything like that that would justify 
on any ground a separation. But there 
was no justification for that small minority 
in the. neighbourhood of Belfast taking 
hold of and compelling those in the hinter- 
land who wished to be united with the rest 
of Ireland—and if given an opportunity 
to éxpress their opinions by vote would 
vote for inclusion with the rest of the 
country. He believed that the motion, 
instead of doing any good, would do a great 
deal of harm. 


CRUEL OUTRAGE 


é“ We feel very strongly about this down 
here, and it is extremely difficult to speak 
calmly about it; we regard it as a cruel 
outrage—this whole question of partition. 
We are perfectly satisfied that this country 
would be united, and that Empires would 
go to.pieces long before the desire of the 
Irish people to have their own country to 
themselves will cease. We are perfectly 
certain of that. We may not be able to | 
bring it about to-day or to-morrow, but if 
the Irish ple remain as true in the 
future as hes have been in the past there 
is nó doubt whatever about it.” 

Deputy MacDermot’s theory was that 
they should surrender everything. He 
wanted them to surrender the desire the 
majority of the people had to be 
independent. “That, was what the motion 
i He challenged Deputy MacDermot 


to get from the people in the North a 
gingle expression which would lead any 
reasOnable man. to believe that if the 
majority of the people here were to be 
content or satisfied with being a State in 
the British Commonwealth that they 
would. get the unity of Ireland on that 
basis, - Let them hear from the people of 
England and the North that that was 
true;"and then the people of Ireland would 
know where they stood. But the people 
of tli& eonntry were not fools. They knew 
perféetly well that the peoplé who had 
said -“ Not an inch” before were likely 
to say ‘‘ Not an inch ” to-day. 


MAJORITY RIGHTS 


We were often told that it was a 
religious difficulty. “I suppose we are 
to surrender our religion, too, as a method 
of bringing about this unity,’’ said Presi- 
de Valera. ‘‘ That is the sort of talk we 
are being treated to by people on the 
opposite Lenches. Have the majority no 
rights whatever in Ireland; is there no 
limit to what they must do, and must 
they completely obliterate themselves in 
order to bring about this good feeling 
which we are told is so necessary in order 
to bring about an end to partition. I 
think the majority of the people of this 
= of Ireland, and of Ireland as a whole, 
iave shown théemiselves in all this to be 
people who have desired unity, who have 
tried to make no difference. They have 
always admitted them to equality, but 
they have said that they are not entitled 
to privilege, and I think it is right that 
the majority should say that. Equality 
they are entitled to: privilege the 
majority have a right to say ‘ we will not 
give you.’ The only way in which we 
can do our part is by acting honestly and 
justly, amd, with conviction, doing the 
things we think are becoming for us to 
do, not seeking to injure them, but doing 
the things we think are right on our 
account. 


““ We cannot completely forget that they : 


are there, and when we are making up our 
minds on certain lines ot action it is right 
that we should keep the question that they 
are in mind, á 


and any statesman in a 
responsible position dealing with that 
matter will always do that. Buf? when 


he has taken stock of the situation, he 
may very properly say to himself: ‘ If I 
cannot win these people by anything I can 
do, chen the best thing I can do is not 
to frustrate myself in my own regard by 
omitting to do the things that I think are 
right and good for myself.’ 


THE IRISH LANGUAGE 


“ We propose,” said Mr. de Valera, 
““to purse our ideals to the best of our 
ability, and by doing it to satisfy the 
longings and aspirations of our people. 
We believe we are injuring nobody by 
doing it, and we will get far more respect 
than we would in surrendering everything 
in a vague hope—and a vague hope it is at 
the “Moment, anyway—that these. people 
will change their attitude towards us.” As 
far as the Irish language was concerned, 
the great majority of the people wanted to 
see an effort made to restore it. No one 
who knew anything about it doubted that 
that was a difficult task. He thought that 
at the moment there was no reason to be 
discouraged. Any criticism that would 
help them to go ahead faster was to be 
welcomed, and any examination of methods 
which would teally help was also to be 
welcomed; but he thought that they 
should not hesitate, just hoping that they 
were going to get some ideal way of restor- 
ing the language. The language could be 
restored only by personal effort—the 
encouragement of each to the other. To 
hesitate at the present moment would be 
fatal. If there were to be improved 
methods, by all means; but until the 
newnethod’ was shown to them let them 
cot eae ene existing methods. He was not 
a & Shoe elas of the fact that ‘a 
nul of people who were raising 
diffieuities. at. the present time did not 
want them to goon. They would find that 
one of the things that were at the bottom 
of it all was that the people who were 
opposed to the Irish language were only 
trying to find an excuse in the Northern 
situation to try arid get some basis for 
Opposition to their programme. 


THE LEAGUE’S POWERS 


In regard to partigion, the Government had 
taken action on every occasion which it effec- 
tively could have done soy and it had indi- 
cated both privately and publicly the very 
point of view that Deputy MacDermot had 
referred to. There seemed to be a general 
misconception as to the possibilities of the 
Leggue of Nations in regard to the matter. 
The minority questions that were discussed 
at the League were in connection with the 
minorities created by the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. The only way in which the question 
could be introduced in the League of Nations 
was if it were brought forwaid clearly as an 
indication that the problem meant a dis- 
turbance of the general peace of the world. 


CONCILIATION, NOT 
VIOLENCE 


Mr. JM. DILLON (U.L, Donegal) said 
that: it° was difficult to believe that they had 
been ‘listening to a leader who had told the 


Irish people 
ap 
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Continuing, Mr: Dillon said that there 
were Depu in the Fianna Fail Party at 
present, who saw now the dilemma into 
which this country had been led in the 
matter. They recognised that effective inde- 
pendence was available to our people without 
the tag of a republic, and that the mam issue 
of a united Ireland was receding from our 
grasp, largely as a result of tue political 
propaganda that there could be no inde- 
pendence without a republic. It was that 
political falsehood which formed one of the 
greatest obstacles to the unity’ of this 
country, and that was the child of the Fianna 
Fail Party. 

Mr. DILLON said. that he never at any 
time suggested to the Irish people that this 
was a problem soluble overnight, or that the 
best solution was to blast Ulster out of the 


way. 

Mr. DE VALERA—That is another mis- 
representation. 

Mr. COBURN—You said that you would 
blast Ulster out of the way. 

Mr. DE VALERA—1 said immediately 
after the 1917 election that Carsonism was a 
rock. that would have to be blasted out of 
the path. 

Mr. COBURN—You said you would do it, 
but you haven't done it. 

Mr DILLON, continaing, said that he 
thought that there were steps which could 
be taken which would-solve the problem in 
our day, and the first thing he would ask 
deputies and the people oí this country to 
realise was that it was an illusion to imagine 
that the plain people of Northern Ireland 
hated the plain people of Southern Ireland, 
or that the Protestant people of Northern 
Ireland hated their Catholic Nationalist 
neighbours. They had got good neighbours 
in Northern Ireland, and tice versa; they had 
cot people down here prepared to say that 
everyone opposed to them in politics was a 
traitor and ought to be hanged, and they 
had people in Northern Ireland saying the 
same. 


DRUMS OF INTOLERANCE 


They had in Northern Ireland, as in 
Southern Ireland, an jrresponsible gang of 
men who for the purpose of pure party ad- 
vantage in their own districts were prepared 
to beat the drum of intolerance and bigotry. 
There were vested interests in Northern Ire- 
land opposed to reunion which had grown up 
zince partition was established. They should be- 
ware that in this part of Ireland also vested 
interests would not grow which would not 
want to abolish partition. Was it unreasonable 
to say that, in so far as was consistent with 
the general trend of Government industrial 
policy, they ought to avoid setting up in- 
terests here which would serve to create 
wider vested interests against the ending 
of partition 

When President de Valera got up and 
told them that he regarded it as an evil 
thing to bring forward resolutions of that 
kind he would like the President to tell 
them that he himself did not apprehend that 
the passage of time might accustom the 
rising generation of this country to a con- 
dition of affairs which offends bitterly all of 
them who clearly remembered the status quo 
ante the establishment of the border. There 
were generations rising in this country who 
never knew Ireland without a border, and 
they who did know it had a duty to keep 
before the generations coming after know- 
ledge of the fact that many of the evils 
that afflicted this country at the moment 
had their existence in the border, the 
absence of which they never knew. 


PRESIDENT’S POSITION 


There were very few men in a stronger 
position than President de Valera was in at 
the present time to get from Great Britain 
all that Great Britain could contribute to 
the solution of the partition problem. He 
believed that they could get an open de- 
claration that, although the British 
Government absolutely repudiated any 


right to interfere in the domestic affairs of 
this country that they here prepared to go 
on record that m their judgment the best 
service that Northern Ireland could . le to 
the Commonwealth of Nations would be to 
join with Saorstat Eireann in the establish- 
ment of a free and indeptndent nation with- 
in the British Commonwealth. He believed 
that President de Valera could get that, and 
it would be a very valuable contribution 
towards per: ading the people of Northern 
Ireland to throw m their lot with the people 
here. He did not believe that there was any 
other way out. Many people had got a shock 
when they had read the statement of the 
President at the Ard Fheis when he said that 
partition could not be ended by unilateral 
action. That was the truth, however, and so 
much was gained by the President’s acknow- 
ledgment, but he took good care not to tell 
the people that five years ago. 

lf they wanted to achieve reunion they 
would have to take example from the Pro- 
testant and Catholic neighbours among the 
plain people of the North, and not from the 
demagogues who want a Protestant Parlia- 
ment for a Protestant people, or from so- 
called Republicans, who damned everybody 
who was not prepared to worship at the 
shrine of their own particular tinsel god. 

Mr. M. CORRY (F.F., Cork, E.) said that 
there vas little evidence of the people of the 
North coming to shake hands with them 
in the Free State. If England withdrew her 
subsidies from the Northern Government they 
would soon see how long there would be an 
anxiety in the leaders of Northern opimion to 
boast of a Protestant Parliament for a 
Protestant people. 


CAUSES OF BITTERNESS 


Dr. T. O'HIGGINS (U.L., Leix-Offaly) said 
that anyone who sincerely deplored partition, 
and hoped for its abolition, could not but 
admit that the speeches made from the 
Government benches could do nothing but 
great harm across the Northern border. 
There was a ghoulish habit of taking up past 
injuries and stirring them up to a red heat, 
and circulating those past evils as evils of the 
moment. No matter the intention behind 
such speeches, they could only do harm 
between North and South and increase the 
bitterness, which was the real cause of parti- 
tion. 

“I am further surprised to-night,’’ said Dr. 
O’HIGGINS, “' that we have had the de- 

ressing spectacle of the President of the 
ribh: Free State telling us clearly, and for 
the first time, in unambiguous language, 
that the issue was hopeless, and that he has 
turned his back on Ulster, and that he has 
no hope or prospect of terminating partition. 
That was not the policy on which President 
de Valera had secured his majority to form 
a Government, They had a cry that they had 
a plan to speedily terminate partition, but 
now five years later President de Valera was 
standing up without a plan or a policy, merely 
to assess blame and say who was responsible 
for partition in the years gone by. 

The manner in which the motion had been 
received was unfair and uncharitable; for 
every statement made by Deputy MacDermot 
had been distorted and. twisted, and not. least 
by the President himself. If partition was 
to be ended they should begin by finding 
some common ground, and. that common 
ground was that every Deputy felt equally 
strongly on the question of partition, and 
that. it could never be brought to an end by 
making it a political plaything.

BUTTER

DEPARTMENT'S STATEMENT 
ON INCREASED CHARGE 


In connection with the increase from 
ls. 5d. to 1s, 6d. per lb. which took place 
this week in the retail price of creamery 
butter in certain shops in Dublin, the 
Department of Agriculture thinks it ad- 
visable that the public should be informed 
that there has been no alteration whatever 
in the terms and conditions on which 
butter is sold to wholesalers and retailers 
that would justify such increase. 

Moreover, in order to obviate the need 
for advancing prices in the period of low 
production, special arrangements were 
made by the Department for storing 
during the summer and autumn months 
a sufficient quantity of butter for winter 
requirements. These arrangements were 
of such a nature that the entire cost of 
storage was defrayed out of the Dairy 
Produce (Price Stabilisation) Fund, and 
not by manufacturers-or vendors.

” GARDEN, | FARM, BEES, ETC. 
HARD. WOODED PLANTS. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times the Garden Correspondent 
says :— 

Hard-wooded plants, such as azaleas. deutzias, 
etc., which are still in pits or frames, 
must now have attention; for, 
nights are becoming cold and long, they 
should be moved into the houses. It is 
a good practice, where sible, to keep 
these plants in separate bate tches, as some 
kinds may require syringing or other 
treatment different from the others, and 
this can be best looked after when the 
species are grouped separately. All plants 
of a deciduous character will now begin 
to show signs of rest, and must be more 
carefully watered, taking care, however, 
to not dry them off, the object aimed at 
being to ensure well-ripened wood which 
will give abundance of bloom when called 


upon.
